INTRODUCTION 



ESEA Title III funds for Supplemental Centers and Services, in West 

Virginia, has served as a change agent for innovative and exemplary pro- 
grams far too numerous to be listed In a publication of this size. For the 
most part, Title Ill's effort was and Is concentrated in programs serving 
multi-county areas. This effort is justified In that many of our LEAs (county 
units) are small In area and sparsely populated. Seven educational regions 
were established In the mid-1950s by the voluntary action of the county 
superintendents. Within each of these regions. Title III has placed a PACE 
Center. These Centers are not to be confused with Education Centers as 
defined by the U. S. Office of Education.

This reading clinic served children enrolled in the schools of Ka* 
nawha County, West Virginia, who had severe reading difficulties 
which could not be adequately met in individual schools. Diag* 
noslic services and remedial instruction were provided for the 
pupils. 

The major objectives were to teach pupils to read better and pro* 
vide pre-service and in-service training, in reading instruction for 
teachers. Specially trained clinicians diagnosed reading difficulties 
and laught individually or in small groups those pupils accepted 
for treatment. In addition to the clinicians, a director, a psycholog- 
ist and a counselor were on the staff. Other pupil personnel work- 
ers from the county system staff were utilized as needed. 

Workshops for reading resource teachers were part of the program 
of the clinic staff.
